Gorge and Sea. Gorge and Sea was painted in 1911 during the first of George Bellows 
three trips to Monhegan Island, Maine. Bellows technique, which is characterized by 
powerful, energetic brushstrokes, was an excellent match for the rugged nature of 
Monhegan Island. He was invigorated by his time on the remote island, reporting to his 
wife: “I feel a great pride in working so hard, in getting stronger and stronger, in being 
browned by the sun and hardened by work ... I tramped all over the ocean rocks ... and 
the basketball shoes clutch the cliffs like a fly’s feet.”
